“In this war, we see big air 
transports hauling men and equip- 
ment to the farthermost corners 
of the world. 

“We see young men with no me- 
chanical experience taught to fly 
bombers within a few months. We 
see innumerable new develop- 
ments in the planes themselves. 
We cannot imagine the tremen- 
dous steps aviation wl take in 
the future.”

STETTINIUS EXPLAINS 


The American policy was 
brought into the open today by 
Undersecretary of State Edward R. 
Stettinius who is acting secretary 
in the absence of Hull, now on va- 
cation in Florida. Stettinius was 
asked for comment on London dis- 
patches stating that the British 
government, with the backing of 
the State Department, had ap- 
pointed two foreign office officials 
to the British censorship office to 
tighten controls on outgoing news 
of a political nature. 


Stettinius said the department 
had not requested any such action 
and that United States policy with 
respect to political censorship had 
been set forth by Secretary Hull 
in November, 1942, in a letter to 
Price and a telegram to Ambassa- 
dor Winant. 


A copy of Hull’s letter to Price 
indicated that about the only 
standard of censorship of inter- 
hational news exchange among 
friendly countries supported by 
this country is that of military 
security. 

The letter said: 

“You have no doubt seen in the 
New York Times of November 24 
a story cabled from London un- 
der date of November 22 in which 
the charge is made that current 
practices of both the United States 
and British censorship .authorities 
tend ‘to reduce open and honest 
criticism to the level of a whis- 
pering campaign.’ 

DIFFICULT PROBLEM 


“T realize that the problem of 
censorship in this field is partic- 
ularly difficult and that Axis prop- 
aganda is quick to seize upon crit- 
icism of any one of the United 
Nations by any of the others. It 
is also true that the reproduction 
in this country of criticism of it, 
some of which is irresponsible, in 
England has an irritating effect 
and that the same is true of re- 
production in England of Ameri- 
can criticism of Great Britain. At 
the same time I feel that funda- 
mentally the long range interests 
of international friendship are 
best served by permitting the peo- 
ple of any country to know what 
people in friendly countries are 
thinking and saying about them, 
however unpleasant some of those 
opinions may be. 

“T would. be grateful for an in- 
dication of your views as to wheth- 
er or not there is any basis for 
Mr. Daniell’s (the New York 
Times’ reporter’s) criticism of cen- 
sorship either here or in England 
and if so what might be done to 
meet.the» problem. I have tele- 
graphed Ambassador Winant to 
make a similar inquiry of the 
British authorities.”

Hospital Blow Not Deliberate 


ANZIO BEACHHEAD, §sItaly, 
Feb. 11.—(Delayed)—(#)—Inves- 
tigation has established that the 
bombing of one Red Cross field 
hospital February 7 and the shell- 
ing of another February 10, in 
which 30 persons were killed, 
were not deliberate. 

From statements of a captured 
German pilot and the Allied flier 
who shot him down, it is now clear 
the enemy jettisoned his anti- 
persormel bombs February 7 in 
his dive to escape one of our 
fighters. 

On the basis of facts known at 
the time, there seemed no room 
for doubt that German fighter- 
bombers dive-bombed the concen- 


tration of tents situated far from 
any military objective and plainly 
marked with Red Cross insignia. 


Machinegun bullets from an A\l- 
lied plane also fell in the hospital 
area, supporting the first impres- 
sion that the tents had been straf- 
ed. Some of the casualties were 
caused by the machinegunning. 
The shelling last night, it is now 
established, was from unobserved 
artillery ranging in the dusk. 


Six shells, two of them air 
bursts, fell among tents, killing 
two American nurses. A few min- 
utes later, another six rounds from 
the same long-distance, 170 mil. 
limeter siege gun fell in another 
area when the range was lifted.

Shipments have been un- 
der the number allowed by the permit 
s¥stem since the middle of last week and 
packers who have few swine on hand 
for slaughtering, have recently been 
cleaning up daily supplies. Prices have 
responded by rising on all classes. The 
government support weights, 200 to 330- 
pound butchers, are bringing $13.75 vain- 
ly, but a few of the lighter weights in 
this bracket ——— today’s top of $14.

Higher Food Prices 


A bloc in congress, in which some prominent southern members 
sre unfortunately found, apparently wants retail food prices to 
continue upwards unchecked. They have voted to abolish the 
consumer food subsidy program. 

At the same time, they have continued production subsidies, 
government guaranteed minimums under which prices may not 
fall. 

But the consumer—the housewife who goes to market to shop 
and not to Washington to lobby—must not be protected. This, in 
brief, seems the reckoning of this bloc. | 

Now, perhaps food subsidies were not the proper step at the 
beginning of the effort to retard the rising cost of living. But the 
sad fact remains that if they were not, no other plan was sug- 
gested. Congressional leadership, now so opposed to holding down 
the cost of your daily bread, did not suggest a plan. Nor, for that 
matter. does congressional leadership suggest any plan at this date. 

Since the farm bloc, which openly advocates prices of food 
being allowed to go as high as they will, has advocated abolition 
of subsidies, it must be assumed those congressmen who voted 
with them want food prices to go higher. 

Behind the scenes, however, is the fact that President Roose- 
velt will veto this bill. Congress knows this. Congress thus sees 
a way to please the farm bloc by voting to raise food prices and 
at the same time leave it to the President to protect the people. 
It is but another example of why the public now and then feels 
worried about congress.

In the anxiety and emotions developed by the German effart to 
drive our troops into the sea, one vastly important factor was 
overlooked. 


That was the factor of international politics. 


Germany’s effort at Anzio was, relatively speaking, huge. It 
was larger than the beachhead justified. It was not too large for 
the political issue of the day. 


Germany desperately needs a victory. 
Finland seems about persuaded to drop out of the war. 
The German troops in Norway are needed elsewhere. 
“ Bulgaria is restive, held by the slightest of strings to the Axis 
ne. 
Hungary is anxious. 


Rumania, the most decadent of all the Balkans, is showing signs 
~ wanting to let the Allied leaders know that her heart is with 
em. 


Germany needed a smashing victory, something to set the 
Goebbels vocal cords to vibrating; something to put back that 
fighting quality in Der Fuehrer’s voice; something to set the cor- 
puscles surging through the fatty arteries of Goering; something to 
renew the fervor of a war-weary people. 


But also, and equally important, Germany needed a victory with 
which to reassure the small nations now uneasy and anxious to 
break away from the war. 


This latter factor was, without doubt, the most important one 
in the German planning. So, from all fronts the planes were called. 
Trains rattled in with crack troops. 


“Drive the Yankees Into the sea,” they ordered their generals. 
And so the drive was made. For a time there, as one may read 
between the lines, the battle hung in balance. It was touch and 
go ci st and only American courage and American skill held 
e beach. 


Now reinforcements are there. 
The situation is improved. 


But not won. 


THE GERMAN RETREAT This little drama below Rome, in- 

Bich volving perhaps six or eight Ger- 
man divisions as compared with the more than 200 opposing the 
Russians, ought to be considered by all those who try to estimate 
when the war will end. 


The truth is, of course, no one knows. When the end does’ come, 
it will come swiftly. 


But now— 


The unpleasant truth, a truth which common sense demands we 
face, is that the German army is still intact in Russia. It has never 
been routed. It has been driven back. It has been outfought and, 
in some areas of that vast line, outgeneraled. But it has never 
been demoralized or driven into a disorderly retreat. 


The Germans have not given up. They must have admitted to 
themselves that the possibilities of victory are meager, if not en- 
tirely lacking. 


But they have hopes that they can, by skillful propaganda, by 
using Spain and mouthpieces in South America, create disunity 
among the Allied nations so that Germany may force some sort of 
peace which would allow her to retain her army, her prestige, and 
time in which to reorganize for another fight. 

So, Germany fights on, and as we have seen at Anzio, makes 
plans with a definite eye on international politics. There is more 
at stake there at Anzio than the issue of the immediate battle— 
important as it is. We have got to win it. Not hold on. And we 
ought to win it as soon and as effectively as possible. 


Planes and bombers are there. 


WORLD WAR It must be kept in mind that if we in America 

think in terms of America, our enemies never 
did. They, the Germans, conceived of this as a world campaign 
and approached it with world propaganda and plans for world 
conquest. 

They seek that much desired break in the relations between the 
Allies in small ways. Many of our fanatics and demagogues, either 
wittingly or stupidly, play the game. 

There is the constant effort to drive a wedge between Christian 
and Jew, between Protestant and Catholic. There is the constant 
effort to make us afraid of Russia; to say to us that “England 
always gets the best of us”; that we are ‘suckers and will pay for 
the war while others win the peace. There is the inevitable effort 
to bring in the racial question and to agitate it for the arousing 
of prejudices. 

Think it over. Germany isn’t defeated. Not yet. She still 
thinks she can salvage something out of this war. Her agents want 
as much help as they can get from our misguided and uninformed 
ones and our Benedict Arnolds. Let’s not play their game.

Simple Advice to Poets; 
Especially Poetasters 


Inevitably, whenever an event of emotional 
significance takes place, the result is a flood of 
words from all those who like to think them- 
selves touched with the divine wand of poesy. — 

And, believe you me, that qualification is practically no qualifica- 
tion at all. For it includes almost everybody. 

The war has, of course, brought forth torrents of so-called 
poetry—so-called, in many instances, by its authors alone—but even 
then there are special events of war which accelerate the flood. 
Any victory or any disaster sets minds to rhyming. 

And the regular holidays, Christmas, Labor Day, Fourth of July, 
Easter, Valentine Day—all these are the signal for the would-be 
poets to busy themselves with paper, ink and words. 

There is one piece of advice which should be given to all would- 
be writers of verse. Write the stuff, if you must get it out of your 
systems, but read it only to yourself and, after a few days, give it 
to the waste paper salvage collectors. It will be more valuable, and 
serve better purpose, there than in the mail addressed to the editor. 


EVEN THE SUCCESSFUL— Even the successful poets 

know they can’t make a good 
living out of that art. Pay for deathless verse is but small and 
the greatest magazines do not sign checks in any startling amount 
for rhymes. The only pay the would-be poet can expect is in his 
own satisfaction and, 9,999 times out of 10,000, he will retain his 
friends more surely if he refrains from reading, or reciting, his 
compositions anywhere save in the privacy of his own room, with 
the door locked. 

Everyone, naturally, thinks his own stuff is good. The most 
pitiful, ungrammatic, misspelled, rhythmless collection of words 
is a poem in the estimation of he, or she, who wrote it. 

Yet the impulse to poetic expression is practically universal. 
And it is probably far better for the sufferer to surrender to the 
impulse and get it out of his system, than to go around brooding 
on the way in which prosaic modernity dooms an embryo Words- 
worth to silence. So, write the stuff and, again let us emphasize, 
read it to yourself until even you are bored and then, toss it into 
the paper salvage pile. 

So many, hardly classable as poetasters, let alone poets, seem 
to be under the impression that the only requirement for poetry 
is rhyme. They forget or have never known, that poetry must 
sing, even as music. 

There must be, first, the correct rhythm of the syllables. When 
you have conquered this, though, you have only conquered the 
bare, skeletonic outline of poetry. 

For the vowels of a line of poetry must sing in tune, create 
an impression by the very resonance of their sound, and the con- 
sonants must fit the tone of the thing. too. 

I have always thought of a certain line as marvellously illus- 
trating this need, for real poetry, of conveying the “atmosphere” 
of the verse in the very sound of the words, in addition to their 
meaning. 

It is a line from “The Derelict,” by Young E. Allison. It de- 
scribes the appearance of the deck of a ship, with none but dead— 
murdered—men on board. The very sound of the line conveys 
a sense of horror, or disgust, of brutality. It reads: 

“And the scuppers glut with a rotting red—” 

Listen to the sound of those vowels and get the effect of the 
slightly rolling “r” sounds in the final words. Doesn't that convey 
a sense of violent death and decaying blood, whether the words 
mean anything or not? 


STUDY YOUR MARKETS on however, that many 
wi 


not heed the advice, good 
though it be, to confine reading of your poem to yourself alone, let’s 
add another word of advice. If you simply must submit your com- 
position to some publication, at least make a cursory study of that 
publication’s requirements before cluttering the editor’s mail with 
something he can’t use, no matter how excellent it may be. 

If your poem (7?) is three pages, single-spaced typewritten long, 
don’t waste postage by sending to a publication that never uses 
verse of more than eight lines, total length. 

If your verse is emotional, don’t send it to a place where they 
accept only humorous rhymes. And vice versa. 

And if your literary output is not rhyme, but prose, don’t send 
fiction to the editor of a magazine that has never published a line 
of fiction in its existence. Do make some effort, however slight, 
to understand the type of material the particular editor can use 
and don’t send him something altogether out of his line of goods. 

It’s all good advice—particularly the “don’t” first given—but no 
one will follow it, anyway.

Former Idea 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15. 
Back in the first phase of the 
New Deal, I was one of those 
who believed the states should be 
abolished and that the country 
then should be cut up into not 
more than, say, a dozen depart- 
ments or counties, in the interest 
of order, economy and efficiency. 
I offered some. rather tasty argu- 
ments, for many of us were out 


of temper with the waste of taxes| 


earned by the sweat of those who 
toil in the maintenance of gritty 
little political organizations in the 


minute subdivisions of govern- 


ment, the sloppy indifference and 
vast number of public job-holders 
in the county seats and state cap- 
itals, the political destitution of 
cities, counties and states which 
were handing up their problems 
and responsibilities to Washington 
and the apathy of states which 
seemed to want to settle down to 
a life of civic equalor as wards of 
the national government. 

Not having seen, up to then, the 
practical operation of a_ central 
government as a social worker in 
the household affairs of the states 
and their people, it seemed to me 
that here was a way to pull the 
country together and there was 
temptation, too, in the fact that 
Americans do not regard them- 
selves as citizens of New Jersey 
or Illinois, but speak one lan- 
guage and are citizens of the U. 
S. A. This change would have re- 
quired some serious rearrange- 
ment of the constitution and 
might not have been feasible, but 
seemed desirable nevertheless, 


Stupid Proposal 


The stupidity of this suggestion 
was generously pointed out to me 
at the time by many volunteers 
to whom acknowledgment is now 
made as the states reassert them- 
selves in a number of their inter- 
ests. A New York state legislator 
has proposed by resolution an 
amendment to the federal consti- 
tution limiting the federal taxes 
on income, inheritance and gifts 
to 25 per cent; adding that 14 
states have asked congress for a 
constitutional convention to con- 
sider similar thoughts. 

In the nasty wrangle over the 
soldier vote, the states are redcis- 
covering their existence and re- 
sisting absorption and _ intimida- 
tion and, in rebellion against the 
outrageous conduct of the union 
movement in defiance of the 
rights and authority of the states, 
about a dozen legislatures have 
adopted corrective laws, some of 
them angrily reactionary in spots 
and defiant of federal laws and 
decisions. 

In general, all this a sign of re- 
turning health and _ usefulness. 
The figure proposed in New York 
as a limitation of the federal tax 
is arbitrary and debatable, but 
the very proposal is a recognition 
of the fact that, in the absence 
of any limitation whatever, the 
federal government can take it 
all and in some tax cases, has 


done so. Its tax field is not de-. 


fined and it might take first chop 
of all the available money and 
property of the citizen within the 
state and leave nothing for the 
state itself, or the citizen. It also 
may and does, tax business which, 
after all, exists in the various 
states and not in any federal do- 
main, to the extent of diminishing 
returns, to the peril of the indus- 
try and commerce by which 
states live. 


Not a Fraud 


It is not a fraud upon the sol- 
diers or anyone else to conduct 
an election according to the con- 
stitution and the state laws but, 
on the contrary, an election con- 
ducted otherwise would be a 
fraud for votes so cast could not 
be counted and would have no 
weight_in the result. In this in- 
stance it was men who were con- 
scious of the existence and status 
of the states as embers, not 
mere wards or dependencies of 
the Union, who faced the sneeds 
of demagogues to fight for a plan 
which would validate the soldiers’ 
votes. 

It remains to be learned wheth- 
er the federal or state labor laws 
will preVail within the states in 
points of conflict. But the adop- 
tion of these laws, some of them 
good and fair, notably the Wis- 


consin act, represents a reasser-}- 


tion of state authority in state af- 
fairs and rejecetion of the cyni- 
cism of the national labor policy 
which encouraged violent insur- 
rection and other atrocities within 
the states, to the peril of the peo- 
ple and the stability of govern- 
ment, and even rewarded the 


guilty.

Face Was Face of Bricker, 
But Voice Was Voice of Harding 


Governor John W. Bricker chose Lincoln Day on which to fire 
the opening shot of the Old Guard Republican campaign. It was not 
a shot that will be heard ’round the world. A long time from now, 
when American school children will still be learning the Gettys- 
burg address, this one will be forgotten. Does anyone remember 
any words of Warren Gamaliel Harding? In this case the face was 
the face of Bricker, but the voice was the voice of Harding. 

Nevertheless, the speech must be taken serieusly. It is prob- 
ably the most candid statement we shall get of the real mentality 
of the leaders who still control the Republican party. Their atti- 
tude is that nothing that has happened in a generation—the collapse 
of a peace, the revolutionizing of the greatest Eurasian power, the 
fall to internal or external enemies of every continental European 
democracy, a disastrous world-wide collapse of traditional capi- 
talist economy, and a new and terrible war—none of these events 
in any way disturb the placid certainty that the ideas of the Re 
publican party deserve any reconsideration whatsoever. 

Under no circumstances must the people of the United States, 
thinking and acting as a community, undertake any planning for 
the more constructive use of their manpower and materials. “Our 
war accomplishments prove the soundness of our traditional sys- 
tem,” says Mr. Bricker. 

This just is not true. Our accomplishments are the result of a 
planned, organized, and integrated communal effort. Our indus- 
tries did not of themselves prepare us for war. They tried as long 
as possible to continue business as usual. The war effort is the 
result of government plans, government financing, government 
debts, government contracts, government rules, and government 
effort to keep profits and labor in line according to some stand- 
ards. The achievement of industry inside this framework has been 
colossal, but to attribute it to the harmony of individual initiatives 
is utter nonsense. It is the result of government initiative and 


popular co-operation. 
RIP VAN BRICKER In not one single point does Governor 
Bricker indicate awareness of any post- 
war problem at all—except the problem of taxation, and the 
restoration to complete sovereignty of the businessman’s view of 
life. He is strong about strike legislation. He wants absolute free- 
dom for management and restriction of freedom for labor. And he 
speaks in the name of the soldiers at the front. 

I do not know how he sees into every soldier’s mind. But I 
think that what is concerning our troops more than anything else 
is whether, when they return, they will get jobs at sufficient wages 
to enable them to marry, live in a decent home, and bring back 
the pay check every Saturday night without the interruption of 
months or years of unemployment and depression. On the primary 
question, upon which the future of our society will rest—whether 
we can bring about, in peace, as effective a use of our manpower 
and materials as we have done for war—on this question Governor 
Bricker is as silent as Lincoln's tomb. 

I think it worthless to listen to the speech of any candidate of 
any party who does not put this question in the very center of all 
considerations. All the other questions, and especially the tax 
question to which Governor Bricker paid considerable ettention, 
depend upon the answer to the primary question: How do you 
intend to create work for all, and thus taxable income for all? 


IGNORES THE FACTS Governor Bricker ignores the fact that 
the increase of state debt started out 
of a depression. He sees the debts, but he does not calculate the losses 
during a decade from idle plants and men. The most conservative 
estimate of such losses is $250,000,000,000, which is $80,000,000,- 
000 more than the national debt including the cost of war to date. 
Governor Bricker’s attitude, which is that of the Republican 
party leaders, is that the community exists to serve business, not 
business to serve the community. He is so scared of Socialism that 
he will not open even a crack in his mind to any concept of private 
enterprise as part of a larger social integration and aim. 

He rightly attacks the overextension of bureaucracy. Since the 
“arrogant bureaucrats” are as many of them Republicans as Demo- 
crats—particularly in the highest places dealing with industry— 
one wonders where the party line comes in. Nor does he seek to 
analyze the reasons for the vast overextension of bureaucracy in 
the immense corporate enterprises. In fact, he analyzes nothing. 

The speech is not even reactionary. No, Governor Bricker's 
speech is Rip Van Winkleism. The terrors of a generation have not

It lasts until well after dark, and 
sometimes its midnight before the 
nurse gets to bed in her quarters 
in the back of the little frame 
house Duluth has converted into a 
hospital. 

And just as sure as she gets 
snuggled down and sleeping like 
a bear in a cave there'll come a 
knock at the door and there will 
stand a trembling father and a 
mother with that look in their 
eyes and pretty soon there'll be 
the high, thin cry of a newborn 
youngster blending with the roar 
of the cold night wind. 

Sometimes there'll be two of 
them squalling at once, because 
babies seem to like to come in 
pairs that way, and often there’ll 
be a colored mother in the back 
room and a white mother in the 
front room, with the odds about 
even as to which will have her 
baby first. Nurse Pyron and Doc- 
tor Jack do some terrible scram- 
bling around at a time like that, 
jumping from one room to the 
other. But when it is over they | 
can sit down to a hot cup of cof- 
fee content in a job well done, 
for the two of them have never 
lost a baby yet, and they’ve de- 
livered dozens. 


COLONEL 
DYESS 


Causes Japanese 
Some Grief—and 
He Was Thrilled 


(This is the 17th installment 
of the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Dyess’ story of the cruelties in- 
flicted upon American soldiers 
by the Japs in the Philippines 
after the fall of Bataan. In it 
he tells how a number of Jap 
intelligence officers were out- 
witted. Colonel Dyess was killed 
in a plane crash last December 
22 after his escape from the 
Japs.)

In October, 1942, my days at 
the Japanese prison camp of Ca- 
banatuan were coming to a close. 
And, I thought, so was I. 

My days there ended with two 
events: one that gave me my first 
real understanding of the Japa- 
nese inferiority complex, another 
that made _me feel once again like 
an American aviator with six .50- 
caliber guns facing the Japs from 
the leading edge of the wings of 
my P-40 pursuit plane. The latter 
experience made me forget for a 
time the rags and dirt that had 
covered me since I had been in 
the hands of the Japs. 

The first occurred on a day 
when a half a dozen of us were 
sitting on the bamboo in the bar- 
racks. A Jap soldier entered. We 
jumped up and snapped to atten- 
tion as he started going through 
anything he could find. 


JAP TAKES WATCH 


Suddenly he let go an angry 
yell and held up a watch he had 
found. He pocketed the watch 
and looked us over. I was the 
tallest man there. 


He hopped over and walloped 
me in the face, first with his right, 
then with his left hand. He stood 
roughtly five feet, his head com- 
ing about to my breast bone, but 
he was stocky and strong. By the 
time he had socked me 20 times 
or so, | was practically down to 
his size. It would have been sui- 
cide to resist. He took a final 
punch and walked out. 


We sat around and _ talked 
awhile. The others suggested the 
little so-and-so be knocked off and 
the body. dropped into a latrine. 
Knowing how the Japs felt about 
us, however, we figured they 
knew pretty well how we felt 
about them. If one of their sol- 
diers should turn up missing 
they’d look in the latrine. 


SLUGGER’S CHOICE 


The result would be the visita- 
tion of some terrible punishment 
upon all the prisoners in camp. 
But that is beside the point. 


The little slugger’s choice of the 
tallest man present for his abuse 
—knowing he would be backed up 
by Jap authority—illustrates the 
Jap inferiority complex. The Jap 
always feels inferior in the pres- 
ence of the Americans. If for no 
other reason, it is because Amer- 
icans are white, are taller, usu- 
ally, and better looking. 

The Japanese are a nation of 
houseboys. The treatment they 
may expect from their superiors 


does little to lift them from their 


low mental state. This is partic- 
ularly true in the Jap army. It 
has been said the Jap army is the 
best disciplined body of men in 
the world. There is discipline 
there, but it is one of fear. The 
Jap soldier fears his own officers 
far more than he does the enemy. 


JAP DISCIPLINE 

Jap soldiers must submit to 
beatings with the fist or sluggings 
with the gun butt when they dis- 
please a superior officer. Two 
star privates are privileged to beat 
one star privates. A commission- 
ed officer can be a court-martial 
and executioner—and at two sec- 
onds’ notice. 

We learned never to look a Jap 
in the eye—even the lowest, the 
star private. No Jap inferior may 
look a superior in the eye and they 
were quick to club us down and 
kick us when we forgot we were

captives and not honorable prison- 
ers of war. 

So much for the first incident. 
The second began one mornning 
before dawn when two brother of- 
ficers, myself, and three men were 
awakened and piled into a Japa- 
nese army Ford truck, surround- 


ed by guards. As we rolled’ 
through the gates, a Buick filled | 
with Jap officers took its place, 
behind us. We were told only | 
that we were going to headquar- 
ters in Manila.

In the city, however, we found 
out why. Our truck stopped on 
Taft avenue, and we were taken 
into a building where we were 
shown photos of our air warning 
equipment. Whey were old sets 
and some had been damaged by 
explosions. The Japs wanted to 
know if we knew what they were. 
We scratched our heads. 

A sergeant said he thought one 
looked like a radio set. I said I 
thought they looked like some 
new type radio transmitter. These 
questions told us what we wanted 
to know. We were forewarned. 
Our next stop was a Manila ho- 
tel and we paraded our rags and 
dirt through the splendid lobby. 

We were escorted to a _ suite 
where we were greeted by high 
Japanese officers. They seated us 
in easy chairs and ordered ice 
water for us. Ice water! It was 
something to dream about. 


HONORED GUESTS! 


And all the time they treated 
us as honored guests. There were 
even cigarets. Then the question- 
ing began. Could we tell them 
something of our most efficient 
air warning service? Where were 
the sets located? We told them, of 
course, that these matters were 
kept secret even from officers and 
that we knew nothing. 

As the questioning went on, it 
became obvious the Japs wanted 
the answer to a specific problem 
that had been bothering them. Pre- 
sently it came out. They recalled 
that their planes had caught us 
unaware at Pearl Harbor. Consid- 
ering our excellent air warning 
service, how had this happened?

I said. “I don’t know what hap- 
pened.” , 

“But,” said one officer, “we 
caught the American planes on the 
ground at Clark field, here.

It all connect- 
ed up in my mind now. They 
were trying to find out if the di- 
rection and altitude of a bomber’s 
approach made a difference in our 
sets.

Pressing more ice water and 
cigarets upon us, one of the offi- 
cers leaned forward and, in a con- 
fidential tone, asked: 


“Would it be better that our 
planes fly very low or very high?”

I realized I was wearing out 
our welcome, but I told him I 
never had been told anything 
about the air warning service; 
that I was just a dumb Texas boy, 
so would not have caught on if 
I had been told. 

This put a distinct chill into the 
air, though it was a hot day. A 
Jap civilian, who I later learned 
only recently had arrived from 
Washington—and I still wonder 
how he got there—began to get to 
the root of the matter in a very 
businesslike way. 

There undoubtedly were certain 
men in the United States Army 
who knew about air raid warning 
equipment? I had to answer that 
in the affirmative. And there were 
also schools, no doubt? I had to 
acknowledge that also. And now 
came the $64 question: 

“Name and locate these schools.

I told him I knew of only one. 
Then I named a little place where 
I knew there wasn’t any such 
thing. The Japs thought they had 
gotten their information. Their

The guards returned us to our 
trucks, which took us to Manila’s 
old Bilibid prison. There we stay- 
ed until we were returned to 
camp. Just before we left, how- 
ever, there were hints that any 
one who wanted to be a camp stool 
pigeon for the imperial Japanese 
army would do well. But offers 
like this were old stuff. 


We heard one other thing that 
was interesting: The Jap army air 
force hadn’t had the nerve to 
tackle Pearl Harbor and had in- 
sisted the raid could not be carried 
off; that they all would be shot 
down, the strategy of the Japs 
would be exposed without striking 
an effective blow, and that Japa- 
nese everywhere would lose face. 
JAP NAVY SHOW 

Opportunists in the Jap navy 
took the other view. Their air 
force, they said, could carry it off. 
So the stab in the back attack on 
Pearl Harbor was a Jap navy 
show. The army air force had no 
part in it. 

But the thing that made all us 
prisoners walk out of there like 
new men was the knowledge the 
Japs knew nothing of our air 
warning service, or anything con- 
nected with it. And we had out- 
witted them. I felt just as I had 
on the day I shot down my first 
Jap plane. 

And another treat was in store 
for me. A little later—back at 
Cabanatuan—I was summoned to 
Jap headquarters along with five 
lieutenant colonels who had serv- 
ed in air force healquarters on 
Bataan. We were questioned by 
two Jap pilots whose rank would 
correspond with that of an Ameri- 
can first lieutenant. 

JAP GETS EXCITED 

_ The same old, oily courtesy pre- 
vailed and we were given glasses 
of warm milk, bowls of tea, ice 
water, and American cigarets. But 
things quickly took a dangerous 
turn. The Jap wanted to know 
the armament carried by a P-40 
pursuit plane. Knowing that the 
Japs had examined P-40 wrecks 
on Bataan, I told him the truth: 
Six .50 caliber machine guns.

(5) Alimony—Alimony received 
periodically (whether or not at 
regular intervals) under a legal 
decree of divorce or separate 
maintenance decree is taxable to 
the wife. (Or husband; for there 
are a few husbands who receive 
alimony.) Payments made under 
a temporary order 
dency of divorce or maintenance 
action are not so taxable. 


Lump-sum payments are not tax- 
able to the wife unless paid in 
installments over a period ending 
more than 10 years after the de- 
cree, and then only to the extent 
that the installments paid in the 
taxable year do not exceed 10% 
of the principal sum. 

(Example: If decree provides 
for payment of $50,000 in five 
yearly installments, it will not be 
taxable to wife. It would be if 
it were payable in 10 installments, 
the first of which becomes due 
after date of decree. 

If decree provided for $10,000 
the day after decree, $8,000 one 
vear later, and $4,000 a year for 
next eight years, only $5,000—10% 
of the lump-sum—would be tax- 
able to wife in each of the first 
two years.) 

If decree orders separate sums 
to be paid to wife as alimony and 
for children’s suppo®, sums pay- 
able for support of children are 
not taxable to wife. If less than 
full amount is paid, amount paid 
will be treated for tax purposes 
as paid first to discharge obliga. 
tion to support children.
